Delahooke receives 
LAP scholarship 


Craig Delahooke, son of Doug and Jane Dela¬ 
hooke of Sierra Madre, will be presented a $2000 
scholarship from Landscape Architectural Founda¬ 
tion (LAF) at the group’s November annual meeting. 

Delahooke, 21, youngest of the three Delahooke 
sons, has maintained his own company. Integrated 
Landscaping Co., for two years so he could raise 
money for his schooling and “offer service to the 
public,” he says. 

Delahooke is completing the five-year course- 
work in four years and one quarter at Cal Poly 
Pomona where he just wound up his senior year. 
He’s finishing the last quarter of general education 
this summer. 

The Sierra Madre native says the $2000 scholar¬ 
ship is to be applied to paying for school, future 
classes or classes in environmental studies. There 
is also a nine-week internship program in which 
Delahooke will be working for three different com¬ 
panies: Cathcart-Begin and Associates, Orange, 
landscape architects; Oak Leaf Landscape, Inc. 
Anaheim, a landscape and contracting business; 
and Southern Concrete Textures, Costa Mesa, a 
manufacturing business. 

The internship is offered to junior or senior 
students in the landscape architectural program at 
four colleges: Cal Poly Pomona, Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo, UC Los Angeles and UC Irvine. Dela- 
hooke’s work has been at Cal Poly Pomona. 

Only two students are chosen for the scholar¬ 
ship from all of these four colleges. 

He will spend his internship time working 
with preliminary design, drafting of construction 
documents and site observation with Cathcart-Begin. 
With Oak Leaf he plans to study estimating/ 
purchasing and field operations/project manage-

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Specifically, Thompson said, they have collected 
$60,674 in cash and have $41,725 in pledges. They 
have $45,964 in the bank and expect to receive

Theft of aluminum 
highway signs 
deplored by Caltrans 

Another kind of theft has been reported 
by the California Department of Trans¬ 
portation (caltrans) — that of aluminum 
guardrail, bridge railing and signs. 

Vandalism is due to the rising price of 
aluminum, according to Director Robert K. 
Best. He reports that about $120,000-worth 
of highway features have been stolen so 
far this year. 

We join Caltrans is urging people driv¬ 
ing in the locations to report the thefts by 
calling a local emergency number such as 
the city police at 355-1414. 

People with cellular phones are of 
particular assistance since they can call 
the emergency from their autos. 

Caltrans notes danger to the thieves 
who usually steal at night on busy high¬ 
ways.

Committee reveals 
July 4 parade stats 


It all began with shaving cream. That is 
to say, the foamy stuff that is packed in cans 
to make our civilized life a little better, and a 
little more amazing. You can purchase almost 
everything in a foamy substance today, from 
shaving cream, to hair mousse, to cheese 
spread to whipped cream. But how do “they” 
do it? 

Most of these items have a hydrocarbon 
propellent, which vaporizes as it hits the air. 

You see, the hydrocarbon has a pressure 
which is above that of our atmosphere. At 
normal temperatures it turns into a gas. Shaving 
cream is emulsified in the liquid soap and is 
kept under pressure until you press dow n on 
the valve, and the foam spurts out. 

For your information, the hydrocarbon 
propellant is about 3 to 5 percent of the total 
contents of the can. Other additives are included 
along the production line, anything from per¬ 
fume to sugar. This is mixed, then the hydro¬ 
carbon is added either by a gassing machine, 
or by a metered machine before the value is 
added and emiped. Thus when you press the 
valve, you get either whipped cream, or shaving 
cream, depending on the usage. 

Which brings me to a question — un¬ 
answered. Who invented this foamy sub¬ 
stance? Most everything was invented by the 
ingenious Egyptians. .And what’s wrong with 
good old soap to soften a beard’’ True, w hipped 
cream in a can is a lot easier than the old 
whipping method, but what about hair mousse? 
A terrific idea — if only it didn’t leave my 
hair stiff. Does any SMN reader have the 
answer. I’ll be forever in awe of foamy sub¬ 
stances until I know .

Tom Brohard, both representatives of Willdan and 
Associates, the property consultants hired over a 
year ago to get the project completed by Novem¬ 
ber, 1988. Property owners have not responded to 
Willdan’s attempts to get the project going. 

Crow said, “You promised us a parking lot 
in 13 months and here it is, 13 months later and 
you don’t even have signatures of the property 
owners. You have not responded to us for over a 
year. In a year’s work we have two sketches, an 
aerial topography map and a bill . . . With the 
late start and performance of Willdan, 1 say we 
should cancel the project.”

Spuck heads 
Arcadia Board 






Following the lead of 
successful industry. Dr. 
William Spuck, who was 
elected to the presi¬ 
dency of Arcadia’s Board 
of Education last week, 
hopes that the Arcadia 
Unified School Dis¬ 
trict can create a vision 
of schools as they 
will be in 10 to IS 
years because “that’s the 
only way to get ahead 
in the game; otherwise 
it’s just survival,” 
stated Spuck, who added, 
“If you want to be 
there in 15 years, you 
must start planning 
now.” 

He points out that in 
order to plan for the 
future, it is important to 
study trends in demo¬ 
graphics, to predict what 
colleges and businesses 
will require of high 
school graduates and to 
analyze the ethnic and 
socioeconomic makeup 
of the city. 

Because he felt it was 
time to serve his com¬ 
munity, Spuck ran for 
and was elected to the 
school board three years 
ago. He will spend the 
last year of his four- 
year term as president 
of the five-member 
board. 

He states that there is 
a lot of unfinished busi¬ 
ness for this board which 
has been together for 
three years; however, 
he adds, “The agenda is 


well on track.” 

Other goals that are 
expected to be stressed 
by this board, according 
to the new president, have 
to do with cur¬ 
riculum, staff develop¬ 
ment and student services. 

The district is about 
half way through the 
seven-year program 
to update curriculum, 
raise standards and 
expectations as well as 
improve articulation 
from school to school. 

In the area of staff 
development, Spuck 
anticipates more 
organized opportunities 
for all employees, cer¬ 
tificated as well as class¬ 
ified, to come into con¬ 
tact with new ideas which 
will improve their per¬ 
formances. 

He is eager to 
improve counseling ser¬ 
vices and registration 
procedures, pointing out 
that it is important for 
students to choose 
from a variety of options.

Radio Club experiences 
real emergency — earthquake

Disaster care July 26 


If ever an amateur radio club was prepared 
for a real emergency, it was the San Gabriel Valley 
Radio Club, Inc. at 8:05 a.m. PDT on Sunday, 
June 26. Participating in the annual ARRL Field 
Day Emergency Preparedness Exercise, the club was 
“on the air” with five emergency-powered amateur 
radio stations in Memorial Park, Sierra Madre when 
the earth’s geophysical forces struck. An earth¬ 
quake, later measured at 4.5 on the Richter Scale, 


pnones at ine time, saiu laier. 

The same response came from Past President 
Jim K 6 ML, who was in contact with WB 6 QCJ in 
Colorado on 20-meter phone. 

Jack W3VOC, sitting on the edge of the grass 
next to the 10 meter novice station, exclaimed, 
“Doug, did you feel that? That was an earth¬ 
quake.” Doug N5LBJ, listening on 28.390 mhz, 
soon heard other amateurs commenting on the quake. 

Ralph N 6 NYK was operating the two- 
meter Field Day station. “Hey, was that an earth¬ 
quake?” he heard one amateur ask on the two- 
meter band. “Yes, it was,” came the response from 
another voice. “You guys must be kidding,” said 
another voice, “This is Field Day.” 

Obviously no one expected Mother Nature to 
accommodate Southern California’s amateur radio 
operators with an earthquake on Field Day. 

Richard WA 6 RWS, the newly elected Club 
president, sitting next to Ralph, knew exactly what 
to do. On his two-meter hand-held transceiver he 
punched in 145.46 mhz, the frequency of the 
famous “Buzzard Peak” repeater, the key repeater 
for the Southern California Quake Reporting Net¬ 
work. By 8:06 a.m. reports were rapidly being 
transmitted through the repeater. 

The 8:05 a.m. earthquake automatically acti¬ 
vated alarms in the repeater and in the home 
stations of the participating amateurs, thereby 
placing the Quake Reporting Network in immediate 
operation. 


Over 100 “felt” reports were received and re¬ 
corded on tape by way of the repeater. These 
“felt” reports originated from amateur radio 
operators participating in the network from the 
Southern California counties of Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino, Riverside, Orange, San Diego and 
Ventura. The Buzzard Peak repeater operates on 
battery power and is not dependent upon any 
source of commercially available power.

ment that occurred during the Oct. I, 1987 Whittier 
Narrows quake. 

The movement in the horizontal plane was re¬ 
ported by Dick as being “relatively shallow,” i.e., 
apparently close to the surface, and reported on 
the Richter Scale as a 4.5 at Cal Tech and 4.7 
in Golden, Colo. “It was not at all difficult to 
determine the center of the quake,’’ Dick reported. 
“This was done simply by listening to the opera 
tors as they transmit their ‘felt’ reports through the 
repeater network.” This determination usually can 
be done with 5 to 10 minutes when a quake occurs 
within the area of the participating amateur opera¬ 
tors. 

Fortunately for Southern California, the damage 
caused by the quake was not major. The partici¬ 
pating operators of the club continued with the Field 
Day Exercise. The five emergency-powered stations 
operating on nine different amateur short wave 
bands established two-way radio communications 
on phone or code with more than 800 other pai 
ticipating amateur radio stations throughout the 
United States and Canada during the 24-hour period 
of the exercise. Over 40 members of the club, 
along with visiting radio amateurs, assisted in the 
setting-up and operations of the five emergency 
stations.
